Distant Thunder. 
If we count the seconds th a t elapse 
between our seeing a flash of lightning 
and our hearing the thunder we can 
tell how fur off the thunderstorm Is. 
Am light travels 180.000 miles ii second, 
we may for ail practical purposes re­ 
gard ourselves us seeing the lightning 
the instant It flashes. But sound travels 
only I,CST feet a second. If. then. we 
multiply 1.097 by the number of sec­ 
onds that elapse after the flash before 
we hear tho thunder we get the ins­ 
tance thut ties between us and the 
storm, 
lf we count five seconds the 
flash Is a mile awny. As a rule, we do 
not he ir the thunder ut all lf the storm 
is more than from twelve to fifteen 
miles aw ay from us. But the rule has 
exception*. 
In Symons* Meteorological 
Magazine Mr. Harold Wilson rejMirts 
th a t last August he saw two flashes of 
lightning Iii the west northw est of 
England and only heard the thunder 
afte r Intervals of 115 aud 112 seconds 
respectively.

Prisoners, 
Considerable 
Artillery, 


Machine Guns and 
War Supplies 


Are Reported. 


london, June 16.—The twelfth day 
of the Russian offensive against Aus­ 
trians and Germ ans from Volhpnla to 
Bukowina shows no signs of slacken­ 
ing at any point. 
All along the front 
fresh gains for tho Russian troops and 
the capture of thousands of additional 
prisoners and of guns, machine guns 
and war supplies are asserted by the 
Russians. 
The num ber of prisoners 
exceeds 150,000. 
Tho latest official communication 
from A ustrian headquarters says the 
troops of Em peror Francis Joseph are 
making a stand north and east of 
C/.ernowitz and at. both points have 
repulsed Russian attacks. 
In the drive westward from tho re­ 
gion of Lutsk the A ustrians are coun­ 
ter attacking or Intrenching 
them ­ 
selves. 
On the German end of the northern 
front in Russia the Russians near Ba­ 
ranovichi at talked and carried Gor­ 
man trenches, hut later were forced to 
give them up. Infantry attacks by the 
Germans have occurred along the I>vi- 
na river and in tho lake region south 
of Dvnlsk, but nil of these were re­ 
pulsed, according to Petrograd, 
The French on the slopes south of 
Ilead Man’s hill, northw est of Verdun, 
have attackixl and captured a German 
trench. 
The G erm ans still are bom­ 
barding violently the sectors of Thlau- 
mont and Fort Souvllle, northeast of 
Verdun, probably preparatory to an­ 
other infantry attack with the ho|>e of 
a further advance toward the fortress. 
The fighting on the Austm -ltallan 
line in Tyrol seem ingly has died down 
in violence, only artillery bom bard­ 
on lits having been reported. 
Near Felahle, on tho Tigris river, 
the Turks have repulsed an attem pt 
of the British to advance, according 
to Constantinople. 
The annihilation 
of 409 British troops on the Euphrates 
Hector also is reported by the T urk­ 
ish w’ar office, 


POSTAL DEPOSITS GROWING 


Butte Office Leads All but One West 
of Mississippi. 
Butte, Mont.. June 16.—As a result 
of extension of the lim itation of lien 
per m onth and total of $500 on postal 
savings deposits to $1,000 per month 
and a total of $l<t,0»Mi, made effective 
on May 22, deposits at the Butte post­ 
office have Increased $41,878, an aver­ 
age of $4,653 per day, since June I, 
and now tile total deposits, bonds and 
Interest total $930,Moi. 
Deposits per 
capita are $232.7o, 
There are 4,000 active accounts, one 
for every twenty person* residing In 
Butte and environs, and exclusive of 
$104,500 exchanged for bonds, active 
accounts showed deposit* of $802,498 
The sum of $23,807 has been w ith­ 
drawn as Interest since October, 1914. 
Butte’s postal bank is sixteenth of 
those in the country in plont of de 
posits. 
It leads every postal hank 
west of the Mississippi river except 
Portland.
